I here is not perhaps another people 
in ti e world so heavily taxed as we of 
the United States. We are taxed N a­ 
tional, State, county and municipal. 
The revenue thus raised is almost be­ 
yond computation; it is in the aggre­ 
gate a fabulous sum. 
W hat becomes 
of all this money? l and is taxed, the 
farmer’s product is taxed, personal 
property is taxed, jewelry, books and 
household toys all taxed. 
The goods 
are taxed and the merchant is com­ 
pelled to pay a license tax for selling 
them. 
Everything from a needle to 
an anchor, from a pound of butter toa 
ship load of wheat is taxed in one 
shape or another. Taxes are as inevi­ 
table death, and the coming of the 
tax gatherer a deal more certain than 
seed time and harvest. 
Once more, 
what becomes of all the money? Do 
people ever ask this question? Or do 
they complain until tlio ravenous col­ 
lector lias forced the last cent from 
them and then give the subject no 
more thought until ogre like lie comes 
again? It is time the people of the 
United Slates demanded to know how 
and for wnat m e tax money )* ex­ 
pended. 
Other great nations are 
governed, their laws enforced, their 
otiieers paid, and their citizens pro­ 
tected as securely and completely as 
ours, vet their people are taxed but a 
fraction of the heavy sum imposed on 
of the United States. 
It is high 
time the citizens of the great Republic 
looked Into the matter. If others live 
without the heavy burden of taxation 
why not we. 
We are taxed to pover­ 
ty—to death—and we cannot show 
eveu a semblance of value received for 
the money. California towns are the 
especial victims of this taxation curse. 
Han Francisco pays more taxes in pro­ 
portion to her taxable property than 
any European city that can he named. 
The 
same galling system of taxa­ 
tion prevails in every town In the State. 
It hangs over them like a blight. The ' 
city of Los Angeles has borne a heavy 
taxation cross. Mol only has her pri­ 
vate property been taxed in every con­ 
ceivable shape, l.ut her land—broad 
acres of rich and valuable soil—has 
been sold to increase her revenue, 
it 
is said that the government of the 
city has been directed by one little 
coterie lor the past twenty 
years. 
This being the case, it is time for a 
change. 
An English colonial -city 
with the revenue Los Angeles has paid 
during the last ten years would have 
paved streets, flagged sidewalks and 
public buildings and public parks of 
the finest order and amplest accommo­ 
dations. 
What lias Los Angeles? 
Drainage that would disgrace a Hot­ 
tentot village; streets that become 
seas of fathomless mud after six hours 
rain; sidi-walks that a ¡at would break

The contractor 011 the Palace Hotel, 
Ban Francisco, has given employment 
to one hundred and sixty boys in lath­ 
ing that immense building. The work 
is doue under the superintendence of 
an experienced workman and is pro­ 
gressing rapidly, to the entire satisfac­ 
tion of the architect. The workmen 
employed on the building are well 
pleased with the course of the con­ 
tractor, many of them having found 
employment for their own sons by this 
means. 
When the card was published 
in the city papers offering employ­ 
ment to boys, many 
letters were 
brought by sons of widows, giving dis­ 
tressing accounts of want at home as 
a reason for urging employment for 
their sons. This is a step in the right 
direction and worthy of imitation. 
There is great complaint in this.and 
every other city about bad boys, hood­ 
lums, etc. The boys are not so much 
to blame as the parents and grown 
people, it is the duty of parents and 
guardians to provide employment for 
the boys of the community in which 
they live, and there is no reason why 
they should not do it, while there is a 
multitude of the best reasons in the 
world why they should doit: First, it 
cultivates industrious business habits 
in the boys; second, it prevents the 
contraction of a thousand evil and 
viscious habits; they become self- 
reliant at an early age; they learn to 
put 
in 
practice 
all 
useful 
in­ 
formation they receive at school. 
No man should be considered edu­ 
cated until he can 
make himself 
useful, and he cannot make himself 
useful without employment. The boys 
of this city who tramp the streets 
from morniug till night, are not lazy; 
they are idle only because there is 110 
employment for them. 
If a card ap­ 
peared iu the morning papers, calling 
for fifty boys to work at anything 
which boys can do, there would be a 
hundred applications by noon. There 
are h hundred buildings now iu pro­ 
gress 
of 
erection 
iu 
this 
city 
and 
each 
building 
could 
give 
profitable employment to one, two, or 
half a dozen boys. 
Men neglect the 
boys and this neglect is the fruitful 
source of crime iu evcie community. 
The contractor on the Palace Hotel 
should have a gold medal presented 
to him as a benefactor of his race.
